EFFICIENCY CONFERENCE. 

At a meeting of the Bishop and Presiding Elders of our Confer- 
ence in February last it was thought wise to recommend that there 
he held at Grenada an Efficiency Conference for the preachers and 
lay workers of North Mississippi, immediately following the com- 
mencement exercises of Grenada College. The undersigned were 
appointed a Committee of Arrangement; and, if the various Boards 
were willing to co-operate, were authorized to call the Efficiency 
Conference, and to arrange its pro^am. Accordingly the commit- 
tee entered into correspondence with the Boards through their 
Presidents. With great unanimity each Board either in full session 
or by its Executive Committee endorsed the plan, and agreed to 
appropriate its quota of the funds necessary to finance the Confer- 
ence. 

The committee thereupon proceeded to arrange the program; and 
they secured promises for service from the following eminent 
speakers outside our Conference: Bishop James Atkins, Rev. W. J. 
Young, D. D., of Emory University; Rev. Geo. Stewart, D. D., Rev. 
E. B. Chappell, D. D., of the Sunday School Board; Rev. W. 
Pinson, D. D., of the Board of Missions; Rev. W. F. McMurray, D. D., 
of the Board of Church Extension. The Wisdom Sisters were en- 
gaged to be present. In addition to these, place on the program was 
made for twenty or twenty-five of our own Conference men, of the 
laity and ministry. Our own Bishop W. B. Murrah was invited to 
be present and to have a place bn the program, but other engage- 
ments prevented his acceptance. 

The Efficiency Conference was called to meet in the Grenada 
College May 30-June 2, 1916, immediately following the Commence- 
ment. The College Trustees placed the buildings and grounds at 
the command of the Conference, and the corps of helpers at the 
college gave their service to the comfort and convenience of those 
in attendance. The cost to the visitors of their entertainment was 
placed by the college authorities at the lowest possible figures, be- 
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ing the actual expense to the college, which was $2.25 for each guest 
for the full session of the Conference. 

The attendance on the Conference was heyond the expectation ot 
any one. Nearly one hundred pastors and about eighteen of our 
laymen were registered. In all approximately one hundred and 
fifty visitors outside the city of Grenada were in attendance on the 
different sittings of the Conference, and nearly all were in attend- 
ance during the entire time. . j xi. 

The committee was able to carry out almost in detail the program 
which had been arranged. Unexpected and imperative duties de- 
tained Dr. McMurry, much to the regret of all. The illness of one 
of the Wisdom Sisters interfered with the keeping of their engage- 
ment. Their absence, which they deplored, was a distinct disap- 
pointment to the Conference. The Committee of Arrangement 
have every reason to be pleased with the service rendered by the 
different speakers, and we believe that the Conference left a distinct 
impression for good and for a more effective service on the mind 
and heart of each visitor at the Conference. A memorial to the 
Annual Conference for the continuance of the Efficiency Confer- 
ence was unanimously passed by those present. We presume it 
will be presented in due form. « i. t. 

We desire to express our great appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation of the different Conference Boards, without which the 
Conference would not have been possible. We are of tlm mstinct 
opinion that the money spent in the maintenance of the Efncien^cy 
Conference will bring an ample return in more effective work tor

Unification — ^The following resolutions were presented and read 
by W. W. Woollard and adopted after considerable discussion by 
W. W. Woollard, R. A. Meek, J. H. Mitchell, J. Ritchey, W. W. Mitch- 
ell, J. T. McCafferty, J. R. Countiss, and J. H. Felts: 

RESOLUTIONS CONCERNING UNIFICATION. 

“Whereas, from the organization of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1845, our Church has endeavored to keep the 
spirit of the Plan of Separation adopted by the General Conference 
of united Episcopal Methodism in 1844, and in all our official decla- 
rations we have been the first to extend the olive branch of concord 
and co-operation, and as well to extend the hand of an honorable 
fraternity and federation, and to that end have taken the lead in 
suggesting the different Commissions organized by Northern and 
Southern Methodism for a more fraternal and a closer relationship, 
and that from the Federal Council of Methodism, created, at the in- 
stance of our representatives, by the General Conference of the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church, the Methodist Protestant Church, and 
our own beloved Church, clothed with ample authority thereunto, 
there was worked out a series of suggestions, called a “General 
Plan,” for the Unification of American Methodism by Reorganiza- 
tion, which suggestions were submitted to our General Conference 
at Oklahoma City for adoption, amendment, or rejection, and later 
were submitted to the General Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church for the same purpose; and 
“Whereas, our General Conference thereupon, with great earnest- 
ness and by unanimous consent, made declaration (1) that it ‘con- 
siders the plan outlined in the suggestions as tentative, but never- 
theless containing the basic principles of a genuine unification,’ and 
(2) that it ‘regards the unification of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Methodist Protestant Church and the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, by the plan proposed, as feasible and desirable 
and hereby declares' itself in favor of the unification of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in accordance with this general plan of reorganization,’ and (3) 
that our representatives in the Federal Council ‘are hereby in- 
structed and empowered to act as Commissioners in elaborating and 
perfecting the tentative plan which has been proposed and in carry- 
ing forward such negotiations as have for their purpose, and may 
result in the consummation of the proposed unification in accord- 
ance with the basic principles enunciated in the suggestions which 
were adopted by the Joint Commission and reported to the General 
Conferences,’ and which plan was also passed upon by the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church at Saratoga Springs, 
with certain recommendations following, and also their representa- 
tives were instructed and empowered to carry forward the negotia- 
tions; and 

“Whereas, in these declarations by our General Conference, it 
was distinctly recommended ‘that the colored membership of the 
various Methodist bodies be formed into an independent organiza- 
tion, holding fraternal relations with the reorganized and united 
Church’; and 

“Whereas, the Joint Commission has been called to meet on De- 
cember 28, 1916, and our venerable, and now ascended, patriarch. 
Bishop Alpheus W. Wilson, and the venerable patriarch. Bishop 
Earl Cranston, Chairmen alike of their respective Commissions, to- 
gether with the Secretaries of the Commission, the Rev. Bishops 
Collins Denny and Luther B. Wilson, have issued a message to 
Methodism in which it is said that ‘it is earnestly desired that every 
pastor in both Churches may hold same theme (‘The Spirit of Meth- 
odism’) before his congregation on Sunday, December 31, and they 
jointly request that the night following every congregation of both 
Churches shall observe watch-night, and make the work of the 
Joint Commission on Unification the subject of prayer during the 
closing hour of the year; and 

“Whereas, our revered Bishops have solemnly declared ‘that as 
Bishops of the Church we consider ourselves bound to support this 
action (of our General Conference) to the full extent of our ability 
and influence — any statement to the contrary, by whomsoever made, 
being utterly without foundation in fact,* and that nearly every An- 
nual Conference, held this fall, has expressed its approval of this 
action of our General Conference; therefore. 

Resolved by the North Mississippi Annual Conference, (1) That 
we believe God sat enthroned over the councils of the General Con- 
ference of 1844, a'nd that, though the good and earnest men com- 
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posing that Conference held views apparently irreconcilable, yet 
the guiding hand of providence was discernible in their delibera- 
tions and conclusions in adopting the ‘Plan of Separation’ and that 
we look with pride on the history of our Church, not only as to its 
evangelistic zeal and fidelity to the faith of our founders, but as 
well to its fraternal dealings with our sister Church of the North. 

It gives us pleasure to recall that the great Joint Commissions of 
Methodism, commencing with the Cape May Commission of 1876, 
then the Commission on Federation of 1894, and later the Federal 
Council of Methodism of 1906, had their conception in the brains 
and hearts of our leaders; and that from the council of these Joint 
Commissions have grown a sincere fraternity, a co-operation and 
federation, which, it now appears, is ripening into a unification of 
all our forces for the spread of Scriptural holiness, free from the 
rivalry of conflicting altars. 

“(2) That we express our hearty approval of the action of our 
General Conference at Oklahoma City in its declarations concern- 
ing ‘unification by reorganization,’ and in instructing its representa- 
tives to continue the negotiations in elaborating and perfecting the 
general plan proposed for the unification of American Methodism. 
We are persuaded that the task of forming a final plan for unifica- 
tion acceptable to the preachers and people of both Churches is 
one of tremendous proportions and responsibilities, involving many 
difficult points of adjustment, and demanding not only great patience 
and wisdom on the part of the negotiators, but as well the guiding 
mind of the unerring Holy Spirit, without which all our plans will 
come to naught. 

“(3) That we approve the recommendation of our General Con- 
ference concerning the colored membership of the various Metho- 
dist bodies being organized into an independent organization hold- 
ing fraternal relations with the reorganized and united Church. We 
believe it to be best for them. We believe, further, that these rela- 
tions should be so close and vital as that the Bishops and preachers 
of the reorganized Church may have opportunity to co-operate with 
those of the colored Church for all betterment of their people, and 
that the boards of the reorganized Church should co-operate with 
the Boards of their Church in assisting them to work out their 
problems. We are not disposed to forget or to shirk our obligations 
to our colored people. 

“(4) That in keeping with the call of ‘the message to Methodism’ 
we ask all our pastors to use the 11 o’clock hour on December 31, to 
hold before our congregations the theme, ‘The Spirit of Methodism,’ 
and that we call our people to an hour of earnest intercessory pray- 
er at a watch-night service, especially interceding and importuning 
that the Holy Spirit may control the deliberations and lead to the 
conclusions of the Joint Commission in their meetings. 

“(5) We believe it would conserve the best interests of Metho- 
dism for a stenographic record to be made of all the proceedings of 
the Joint Commission, to be published in full after its work is fin- 
ished for the information of our preachers and people; and that 
as far as may be compatible with the interests of the negotiations 
in progress we believe it would be well to give to the Church from 
day to day information of the Commission’s proceedings. 

“(6) That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the secretaries 
of our Commissioners.”

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Dr. R. A. Meek was called to the chair by Bishop Murrah. 

Discontinued — The call of Question 3, Who are discontinued was 
resumed? J. M. Carpenter was discontinued at his own request. 

Referred — ^W. J. Burt was referred to the Committee on Confer- 
ence Relations for the superannuate relation. 

Lay Leader — The chair called Question 51, Who is elected Confer- 
ence Lay Leader? E. V. Hughston, as shown by the following re- 
port on Lay Activities which was read and adopted: 

LAY ACTIVITIES. 

From the reports and investigations that we have been able to 
make we find that there has been practically nothing done during 
the year through the laymen’s movement towards the enlistment of 
man into a more active service. While practically all the charges 
of the Conference have elected charge leaders, we gather from i 

various sources that this was done in a perfunctory way in order 
to answer questions required in the quarterly conference, and in 
nearly every instance after the election of the charge leader there 
followed a long period of inaction. From the information we 
have, not more than one-half dozen of the charges have elected 
their committees on lay activities, and even in those charges it 
seems that said elections were without any intention or purpose to 
use the committees in the various activities of the Church, we must 
say that the condition is not as good in that regard as it was at the 
last annual Conference, and we cannot report that we have had a 
good year so far as this movement is concerned. Underlying this 
inaction and lack of interest there must be some cause, ''^ile we 
as. laymen do not wish to palliate or deny our neglect of duty, still 
we recognize the fact that for a number of years past the laymen 
have been accustomed to look upon the pastor as the real leader of 
his charge and expect him to take the initiative in every department 
of the church looking towards the upbuilding of the spiritual life, 
in most instances expecting him to do all the work, and recognizing 
the fact that under the law of our church the pastor is the leader of 
his congregation, with power vested in him to fix the services of the 
church, and to have the care of every interest of the church, we are 
constrained to believe that the failure to make a forward movement 
in the enlistment of men in the various activities of the church is 
largely due to the indifference and neglect of the pastor in perfect- 
ing the organization of these committees as required by the Discip- 
line, and putting the men of his church, through these committees, 1 

into active work and holding church conferences as required by the ^ 

law of the church, and having the reports of these committees pre- j 

sented to those conferences. j 

We also find that very few, if any, charges of the Conference I 

hold church conference as required, and without this we can never 
expect to make a forward movement. The time has come when 
our men need to do something more than gather funds. We must 
come back to the old Pentecostal way of seeking men and winning 
them to Christ, and enlisting them into His service. We, therefore, ^ 

urge our pastors that they go to their new charges with a full de- j 

termination to carry out the law of the church to the letter; that i 

they be diligent in the preparation of the local church for active I 

service, and enlist their men wherever it is possible to do so, and i 

that they regularly hold their church conferences as required, and j 

that they from henceforth be the real leaders of these men who are \ 
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willing and anxious to be enlisted in the work. We request that 
the presiding elders lay special emphasis on this work and that, 
at the District Conferences, they provide a program and a time in 
which the laymen can lay plans and discuss means for a more com- 
plete organization for service. We urge our lay leaders to exert 
themselves more than they have in the past, and to co-operate with 
their pastors in whatever he may wish to put into operation. We 
further urge them, and as many other laymen of the church as can 
do so, to attend the Efficiency Conference to be held in June at 
Grenada College, and we request the Committee of Arrangements 
of the said Efficiency Conference to insert in the program of the 
said conference provisions for instructing the laymen and preachers 
present on lay activities, and such other matters with reference to 
the work of laymen as may in their opinion be the most profitable. 

We nominate E. V. Hughston as Conference Lay Leader for the 
ensuing year.

American Bible Society — ^The following report was read and 
adopted: 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

“All scripture is given by inspiration of God,” says the Word of 
Life, and “is profitable for doctrine and for instruction and reproof, 
that all may be furnished fully unto every good word and work.” 
Individuals and nations alike are enlightened and lifted up by 
this Word of Life, and may prosecute the purposes of existence 
with absolute confidence and security so long as regulated and di- 
rected by this light which originates directly from the throne of 
God. 

The finest types of humanity and the most prosperous and power- 
ful commonwealths are found in those sections of the world where 
reverence for God and profound regard for His word most uni- 
versally prevail, and no people of the earth have ever learned the 
way of greatest safety and advancement independent of God’s truth 
as revealed in the Bible of the Christian. 

Many kinds of sacred books and codes for the regulation of life 
exist, and human life is greatly affected and many times grossly mis- 
led by the type of sacred book adopted. The Bible only has demon- 
strated its power to elevate in the truest sense. The supreme need 
therefore, of human-kind, is to know the truth, and the will of God 
as found in the sacred pages of the Holy Scriptures. 

Dr. Brown, of Cincinnati, Ohio, one of the American Bible Society 
Secretaries, who appeared before the Conference Bible Board, and 
who is in position to know, said, “All nations cry out, ‘Give us the 
Bible.’” To meet this need the American Bible Society at New 
York, has in the last one hundred years, printed and sent out more 
than 117 million copies of the Bible, is now printing Bibles at the 
rate of one per second, during all re^lar working hours, in eighty 
different languages. The Bible is printed in raised letters for the 
blind, for China and Japan, just the same as for the blind in Amer- 
ica. The Germans, even, permit the British Bible Society agents to 
remain in their territory, to circulate Bibles among the German peo- 
ple. 

Dr. H. C. Tucker, a prominent missionary of the M. E. Church, 
South, in Brazil, an agent of the American Bible Society in that 
country, was also before the Conference Bihle Board, and said, 
“South Americans never had a Bible until the protestant churches 
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gave it to them.” He had been “stoned and arrested,” he said, 
“while circulating Bihles, but religious freedom was gaining in that 
country, and also in others.” A learned and distinguished Brazil- 
ian had found a Bible at a farm house, and later, had resigned his 
position and devoted his life to Christian work, and specially to 
the work of circulating Bibles, having been baptized into the church 
in the presence of four thousand people. 

A boy in China was handed a copy of the Gospel by St. Mark in 
the Chinese language. He read it as he walked away one hundred 
and fifty miles to his home, and later his whole village came to- 
gether twice a day to hear this gospel read, and continued to meet 
until well nigh all had learned the book by memory, and thirty peo- 
ple banded themselves together to live as this gospel taught, and 
sent for a missionary for further instruction, and to organize a 
church. Mr. Tucker affirmed that in a similar way many of the 
smaller churches had sprung up in Brazil, and stated with confi- 
dence that no missionary work could be successfully carried for- 
ward in any foreign country but for the work of the American and 
British Bible Societies. 

The second Sunday in December has been set apart by the Amer- 
ican Society as Bible Sunday, and the North Mississippi Conference 
has been requested to observe that day. Literature in rich suf- 
ficiency on all questions of Bible circulation may be had by apply- 
ing to Rev. George S. J. Browne, 424 Elm Street, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The cost of the paper, upon which Bibles are now printed, has 
increased 100 per cent, and great demands are upon the American 
Bible Society for circulating the Bible upon the Mexican borders, 
as well as in foreign lands, and in our own country, hence, the de- 
mand for increased contributions. 

The addresses delivered before the Conference Board by Drs. 
Brown and Tucker were exceedingly interesting and informing, and 
these gentlemen appeared to be “workmen approved of God,” and 
fully aflame with interest for the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, 
and for the word’s salvation.

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FIFTH DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION. 

The Conference met at the appointed hour in Memorial Service, 
Rev. J. W. Dorman, by appointment of Bishop Murrah, in the chair. 
The hymn beginning 

He leadeth me, O blessed thought! 

O words with heavenly comfort fraught, 

was sung. J. E. Thomas led in prayer. D. W. Babb read Psalm 90, 
and announced the hymn beginning 

What a friend we have in Jesus, 

All our sins and griefs to bear. 

The chair called Question 21, What preachers have died during 
the year? J. W. Poston, G. W. Bachman, R. A. Ellis, J. R. Roberson, 
and H. G. Henderson has passed to their reward, and the Co^it- 
tee on Memoirs presented sketches of each as their report. These 
memoirs were read and several of the brethren made brmf com- 
ments on the lives and characters of the deceased, after which the 
report was adopted. Tributes to the memory of Maj. R. W. Mill- 
saps and Bishop A. W. Wilson were also included in the report. 

JOSEPH W. POSTON. 

This is a life-story, beautiful for its simplicity and Christlike in 
its humility. God does not call every man to do his work in the 
light and lure of large publicity. Some of the noblest souls of 
which our world has boasted— men of whom the world was not 
worthy— have done their work where there were few to praise and 
none to reward. It is always difficult to lay one’s hand upon the 
secret springs of power in a man’s life and declare unhesitatingly 
that full explanation has been found for all that the man may Imve 
achieved. There is a supernatural element in every life, and God 
selects the weak things in this world to confound the things that are 
mighty. Man looks on the outward appearance, but God looks on 
the heart; God’s standard of values is very different from that of the 
world. Despite the handicap of pinching poverty and the most 
meager educational preparation, Joseph W. Poston heard and heed- 
ed the call to the ministry and began preparations to enter upon his 
life-work at an early day. He is an example of what a man may 
do and what he may be, if his life he hid with Christ in God. 

Brother Poston’s father was born in Ireland, but came to America 
when he was six years old and was reared in North Carolina. 
he moved to Fayette County, Tennessee, where the su^ect of this 
sketch first saw the light of day. He was born on Dec. 20, 1838. His 
mother was Jane Denny Rankin, of Welsh parentage. There were 
eleven children in this family, and they were very poor. Young 
Poston was sent to school for three brief sessions and learned some- 
thing of the three branches taught in those days in the old field 
school — reading, writing, and arithmetic. He determined to be a 
carpenter and all his studies had that in view. His mother died in 
1852. On Jan. 1, 1854, his father having married again, he was 
thrown out upon his own resources and went forth to do battle 
against poverty and inexperience. He did not sit down to pine 
and lament, but went to work with an undaunted spirit. About 
this time there came into his life a new purpose and a new power. 
He was mightily convicted and powerfully converted on June lb, 
1857, and at the same time felt the call to enter the ministry. At this 
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time, by what seemed to be a strange providence, he fell into the 
hands of Dr. Jno. T. Baskerville, an honored member of the Mem- 
phis Conference, who sent him to school, encouraged him in every 
way he could, kept him in his home for tlmee years, and finally had 
the great joy of seeing the young preacher ready to enter the Con- 
ference. When young Poston was ready to be off to Aberdeen, 
Miss., where the Memphis Conference was to be held that year. Dr. 
Baskerville gave him $25 and bade him Godspeed in his ministerial 
career. What timely aid to a struggling soull How rich in the 
coinage of Heaven shall these benefactors be when God shall come 
to make up his jewels 1 

Brother Poston was licensed to preach at Wesley Camp Ground, 
Sept. 5, 1857; joined the Memphis Conference at Aberdeen in No- 
vember, 1860, together with sixteen others. He was assigned as 
junior preacher to the Byhalia Circuit, with Rev. Elias Jackson as 
senior preacher. The war was just being felt, money was scarce 
and the young preacher received for his services the sum of $92. 
The following year he was assigned to the Jacinto Circuit with 
seventeen appointments. Rev. Joseph Johnson was the presiding 
elder. He entered promptly upon his appointed work, but his cir- 
cuit lay within the lines of the Union and the Confederate forces. 
The battle of Shiloh was impending, and there was so much excite- 
ment and confusion that it was impossible to accomplish anything; 
so upon March 22 he gave up the work. The following year h^e 
served the Lagrange Circuit. Here he had more trouble because of 
the war; the Yankees robbed him of his horse, but, being possessed 
of the truly apostolic spirit, he served the circuit for some months 
on foot. God greatly honored his ministry here, and 276 persons 
were converted that year and large additions made to the member- 
ship of the Church. 

In addition to the charges mentioned above. Brother Poston served 
the following circuits: Randolph, Water Valley, Coffeeville, Oxford, 
Senatobia, Eureka, Houston, Stanton, Grenada, Emory, Holly 
Springs, Pine Mountain, Mt. Vernon, and East Holly Springs. 

In 1870, at which time the North Mississippi Conference was or- 
ganized, Brother Poston was serving within the bounds of this Con- 
ference, where he continued till 1878, when he was transferred to 
the Memphis Conference and assigned to Stanton Circuit. Here he 
remained for two years, whereupon he was transferred back to the 
North Mississippi Conference, of which he continued a member to 
the day of his death. 

Brother Poston was admitted into full connection at the Confer- 
ence held at Jackson, Tenn., in December, 1865, and was ordained 
Deacon by Bishop Paine, who also ordained him Elder at the same 
Conference. He was g^ven the supernumerary relation in 1896, and 
the superannuate relation the following year, continuing in this re- 
lation till his death at Holly Springs, Miss., on Christmas night, 1915. 

This good man was pre-eminently pious. He had the fervor and 
unction of the evangelist and the faith of an apostle. He claimed 
the blessing of complete sanctification as a second work of grace, 
and his life was not out of harmony with his profession. By com- 
mon consent, he was regarded as the best man in Holly Springs, 
where he spent the last years of his life. During the period of his 
superannuation he was a faithful and regular attendance upon the 
services of the sanctuary and was a true witness to the saving and 
keeping power of our holy religion. 

Among the many monuments left behind which point to the life 
and labors of this good man not the least is the Oxford Camp 
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Ground, where for 43 years meetings of greater or less power have 
been held each year. He secured eighteen acres of land three miles 
east of Oxford and helped to huild the tabernacle under which he 
preached the first sermon. Here hundreds have been won from 
darkness to light and from the power of Satan unto God. Doubtless 
on that great day up yonder, many a man will rise up and call 
Brother Poston blessed because he helped to turn their feet toward 
a better life. 

WTiile not classed as a great preacher, Brother Poston was the 
kind that had success. Men were awakened under his ministry, 
and, guided by his safe counsel, they soon found the Savior near. 
By his quiet, unassuming manner he won his way to the hearts of 
men, and he never did anything to forfeit their good-will. 

He loved his home and was careful that it should be a home of 
prayer. His first wife was Mrs. Sallie Compton, a lovely Christian 
character, who surrendered her life fully to the sacrifices and hard- 
ships of the itinerancy. For many years she shared his burdens 
and made lighter his tasks, walking bravely by his side wherever 
duty called. Having lost this good woman, he was married late in 
life^ to Miss Sallie Hallman, of Marshall County, who was a true, 
good wife, and helped to make his sunset days peaceful and happy. 

On the day after Christmas, just before the sun went down, we 
held his funeral services in the Methodist Church at Hollv Springs, 
in the presence of a large number of his friends and neighbors. It 
was the holy Sabbath. The skv was never clearer nor the sun 
brighter. It was a fitting culmination to a life so pure and good. 
Then, as the evening shadows gathered about us, we laid his tired 
bodv down to rest, believing that God would station heaven’s sen- 
tinels there to keep watch over the dust of our brother beloved, 
and that at the last hour God would call him to the resurrection of 
the just to be forever with the Lord. E. S. LEWIS. 

G. W. BACHMAN. 

Rev. George Washington Bachman, son of Henry and Elizabeth 
Bachman, was bom in Carroll County, Miss., on July 7, 1839, and 
passed to his heavenly reward from his home in Winona, Miss., on 
Jan. 25. 1916. In his early childhood, his parents removed to Cal- 
houn County, Miss., and located near Sarepta, where he grew to 
manhood. At the age of fifteen he was converted and joined the 
Methodist Eniscopal Church, South. He was licensed^ to preach at 
Pittsboro, Miss., March 31, 1860, and joined the Memphis Conference 
in November of that year at Aberdeen, Miss. He was received into 
full connection at Grenada in 1862; ordained deacon at Aberdeen 
by Bishop Andrew in 1863, and elder by Bishop Paine in 1^4. On 
Jan. .5, 1865 he was married to Miss Parilee Nichols, who died Nov. 
10 of the same year, leaving an infant son. See, who still lives. Miss 
Eugene Susan Mitchell became his bride in November, 1866, dying 
in 1906. Of this union were born three sons and a daughter, who 
still survive. The home life and devotion of the members of the 
family were beautiful to the last. 

The first appointment of Brother Bachman was to LaGrange Cir- 
cuit as junior preacher with J. N. Temple. This circuit contained 
sixteen preaching places and gave the young minister a fine intro- 
duction to the traveling connection. The next two years found him 
traversing the wilds of the Mississippi Delta, threading canebrakes 
and fording bayous to reach the frontier settlements and carry them 
the gospel from his headquarters, — one year at Concordia (now 
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Gunnison), the other at Friar’s Point. The next five years were 
spent as follows: at Richland (2), Charleston (1), Harmony (2), 
while he was in Tennessee territory at Rock Springs, (1869, and 
Purdy (1870). In the latter year the North Mississippi Conference 
was organized and he became a charter member, responding to its 
roll call to the end of his life. In this (Conference he served the 
following circuits: Attala (2), Banner (3), Grenada (2), Richland 
(2), Zilpha (1), Chester (1), and Lobutcha (3). 

In 1885 he entered upon a thirty-year tour as colporteur, distribut- 
ing Bibles for the American Bible Society the first year, adding 
general literature for the next three, and then for fifteen years em- 
phasizing Sunday school literature and organizing Sunday schools 
in new fields under a contract with the Conference Sunday School 
Board. In three decades of this type of service he went into hun- 
dreds of communities and thousands of homes. In almost every 
home he learned the names of the children, discovered family con- 
nections, found out former places of residence and gathered bits of 
personal history. So well did he remember all these that it is 
probable he knew more people in Mississippi than any other person 
in the State. When meeting children or grand-children of his old- 
time friends, he rarely failed to inquire affectionately as to their 
welfare. He was a welcome and beloved guest in a multitude of 
homes. 

His school days were limited to “eighteen months in the common 
schools.” He was, however, a close observer, a constant reader, 
and a man of uncommonly good memory. It is likely that he read 
practically every book and periodical issued from the publishing 
house of his church for the past forty years. He also kept on his 
desk the leading periodicals of other churches and read largely 
from the religious press in general. He spoke and wrote excellent 
English, putting to shame the slovenly work of some modern col- 
lege graduate. He was thoroughly conversant with Methodist 
doctrine and polity and was doubtless the best informed man in his 
Conference on church history. 

Like many of the older preachers, he was a great singer, leading 
the music when organs and choirs were unknown in rural Missis- 
sippi. He well knew the standard tunes, could “read his notes” 
and was an excellent judge of hymns, having a fair knowledge of 
hymnology. He was much interested in education, rarely failing to 
attend the opening and closing of the sessions of his Conference 
schools. He openly and frankly, yet modestly and kindly opposed 
the admission of young men into the Conference who were unpre- 
pared for its grave responsibilities, urging them to get ready for 
the work. 

No man in his Conference took a larger interest than he in the 
collection and preservation of historical data. His long ministry 
and unceasing travels brought him in touch with many original 
sources and he has conserved for the future historian much that is 
of rich value. He was an active member of the Mississippi His- 
torical Association and served for a time as vice-president of that 
body for his Conference. He prepared and published several pa- 
pers concerning important events in the church life of the early 
days in this territory. He was for six years editor of the Confer- 
ence Minutes, doing his work well. 

Brother Bachman was a plain, practical preacher, careful in his 
study of the Word and sound and faithful in his exposition. If he 
failed to reach heights sublime, he at least kept far above the absurd 
and foolish. An intelligent gentleman who knew him well for forty 
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years said of him: “I never heard him say a foolish thing.” He was 
not emotional, hut could be profoundly stirred by great preaching. 

In prayer he was earnest, fervent, effectual, often adding much 
force to the sermon of his pastor by his prayer at its close. 

For fifty and six years he went in an out as a minister in North 
Mississippi, faithful, diligent, upright. No shadow rests upon his 
good name. It was my privilege to stand at his bedside when twi- 
light was gathering at the close of life’s long day. He inquired 
tenderly of his brethren, of the work of the Church, reviewed some 
events of the past, and sent this farewell message: "All is well!” 
There was “no moaning at the bar when he put out to sea.” In 
many a circle there is a vacant chair because of his going.

REUBEN A. ELLIS. 

Reuben A. Ellis, son of Jeremiah and Nancy (Allgood) Ellis, was 
born in Blount County, Alabama, August 21, 1842. He was convert- 
ed and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 1856, when 
only fourteen years old. He moved to Mississippi in 1865, and on 
September 20, 1866 he was married to Mattie Susan Hudgins, daugh- 
ter of Rev. J. E. Hudgins of Oxford, Miss. He was licensed to 
preach on October 7, 1871, and ordained deacon in 1874 by Bishop 
Doggett at Aberdeen, Miss., and elder in 1876 by Bishop Pierce at 
Sardis Miss. 

Brother Ellis served charges as follows: Calhoun Circuit in 1873; 
was junior preacher on tiie Oxford Circuit with J. W. Poston, 1874; 
Toccopola Circuit, 1875; Banner Circuit, 1876, 1877, and 1878; Ox- 
ford Circuit, 1879; New Albany, 1880, 1881, 1882; Baldwyn, 1883, 
1884, 1885, 1886; New Albany, 1887; West 1888, 1889; Winona Cir- 
cuit, 1890, 1891. He then was transferred to the Northwest Texas 
Conference, and was stationed at Quannah and Childress, 1892; 
Atlas, Okla., 1893, 1894; Itasca, Texas, 1894, 1895, 1896; Reagan, 1897, 
1898; St. Paul, 1899. He was transferred back to the North Missis- 
sippi Conference in 1900, and was sent to the West Circuit which 
he served in 1901. He served the Pleasant Grove Circuit and Long- 
town in 1902, 1903, and 1904; Sallis, in 1905; Belzoni, 1906, 1907; 
Inverness, 1908, 1909. In the winter of 1909 he took the superan- 
nuate relation at Okolona, Miss., and moved to Yazoo City, Miss., 
where he spent the remainder of his life. His wife, who has been 
a true, faithful helpmeet in all his work went to her reward in 1911. 
Brother Ellis lived his last years with his ^ son, Mr. J. B. Ellis, 
who, with his wife, tenderly cared for him till the morning of May 
13, 1916, when this “prince in Israel” went to his home above. 

The dates show that Brother Ellis was 73 years, 8 months and 22 
days old when the final summons came, and that 37 years of that 
time were spent as a pastor without a break in his work, in which 
he was faithful to every trust committed to his care. He was a 
strong, thoughtful preacher who read carefully the tsandards of 
our church, and he wrote himself some things helpful to the stu- 
dent of theology. He always endeavored to make his own life 
richer by what he read. He was devoted to his church papers, and 
when he could no longer see to read them, would sit for hours and 
listen attentively to his son and his son’s wife while they read them 
for him. 

Brother Ellis leaned hard upon God’s Word, and in his last days 
was longing for a deeper and richer experience in his own heart. 
He was always in Ws place in the churdi, and was ever ready to 
assist in administering the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and to 
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render such other service as he was called on for. He would often 
praise God for his mercy apd, while as he approached the end (for 
he was conscious that it was near), his eyesight was almost gone, 
his speech much impaired, his step unsteady, he was cheerful. He 
did not think much of the past, hut looked hopefully to the future. 
He was looking forward with deep interest and much prayer to the 
revival meeting that was soon to be held here in Yazoo City when 
he expected to be associated with Rev. J. A. Bowen again, but in- 
stead he went home to live with God. 

Brother Ellis was a member of Company K of the 19th Alabama 
Regiment in the Civil War and for his country he was a faithful 
soldier. He leaves three sons to mourn their loss. Dr. Ellis of 
Memphis, Tenn., one son in Snyder, Okla., and Mr. J. B. Ellis of 
Yazoo City, Miss. He belonged to a family of preachers, other 
members of which were Rev. D. G. Ellis, a superannuate of the 
North Texas Conference, and Rev. S. B. Ellis, who died while a 
member of that Conference several years ago. 

On Sunday morning. May 14, 1916, the funeral was conducted in 
the Church in Yazoo City by Rev. J. A. Bowen assisted by the sev- 
eral preachers of the city, and the body was laid to rest in the city 
cemetery, the ^ave being covered with flowers by sorrowing 
friends. We miss him and hope to meet him in the great beyond.

JAMES R. ROBERSON. 

Rev. James R. Roberson, son of James H. and M. A. Roberson, 
was born in Lauderdale County, Ala., June 1st, 1846, and died in 
Pontotoc, Miss., June 5, 1916. 'S^en he was a small boy, his father 
moved to Mississippi and located near the town of Batesville. Here 
he grew to manhood and was educated in the common schools of 
that day. His conversion took place at Wesley Chapel in the year 
1867, and here he joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and was licensed to preach. He was admitted on trial in the North 
Mississippi Conference at Aberdeen in 1874; received into full con- 
nection at Sardis in 1876, at which time he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Pierce, being ordained elder by Bishop Paine at Macon, 
Miss., in 1878. He was twice married, the first time to Mrs. Mattie 
Naugle, in 1884. Their only child died in infancy, the wife herself 
dying in 1889. In 1893, he married Miss Mary Ann Bigham, and to 
them were born five children, four of whom, with their mother, are 
left to mourn their loss. 

Bro. Roberson was ^eatly afflicted for seven years, his suffer- 
ings growing in intensity to a fearful degree, yet in it all he was 
wonderfully patient. For some time before the end came his daily 
theme was religion. As his pastor, I often found him eager to 
speak of his readiness and willingness to go; yet he longed to be 
well once more that he might meet the brethren in Conference and 
live to see his children educated. 

His ministry was in a* high degree evangelistic and he was fre- 
quently engaged in revival services. These enlisted all the fervor 
of his soul and gave him great joy. He was an effective preacher. 
He had great gifts in prayer and exhortation, his appeals often 
stirring his audiences profoundly, and many have said that the 
memory of his prayers would abide with them always. 

He died in peace, the calmness and resignation of the hour giving 
great consolation to his stricken family. May the blessings of our 
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heavenly Father abide with his loved ones and may they and we 
meet our departed brother in the great conference above.

HARRY G. HENDERSON. 

Harry G. Henderson, D. D., was born in Lebanon, Ky., March 2, 
1860, and died in Holly Springs, Miss., Nov. 2, 1916. His parents 
were Rev. Jas. A. Henderson, M. D., and Mattie Henderson. He was 
educated at Kentucky Wesleyan College where he secured the de- 
gree of master of arts. Later he enrolled in the theological de- 
partment of Vanderbilt University and was graduated with high 
honors at the age of twenty-one years, entering immediately upon 
his life work as a minister of the gospel. 

He was a man of many distinguished traits of character, only a 
few of which may be mentioned in this brief memoir. His asso- 
ciates were first of all impressed with the spirit in which he lived. 
His cheerfulness was so genuine and abounding that his visits to 
the downcast and weary left hope and brightness behind. He in- 
dulged no feeling of gloom or ^scouragement, hence his coming 
and going were like the passing of an early morning breeze, leaving 
all with a sense of refreshment. Add to this the fact that he was a 
good conversationalist, always expressing his thoughts in chaste 
and pleasing English, and some idea of his charming life is reached. 

Dr. Henderson made himself agreeable to all classes of people. 
His sense of the equality of the race in Christ Jesus made it easy 
for him to manifest a brotherly spirit toward all mankind. The 
poor, the unlearned, even the vicious, were made to feel his courte- 
ous friendliness. His perfect frankness, his perspicuity of life, his 
avoidance of all affectation, seasoned and sweetened all his inter- 
course with humanity. In his home, his natural and acquired 
traits shone at their best. He was a dignified husband, a doting 
father, a delightful host, all in perfect grace and simple charm. 

Dr. Henderson was an author of no mean repute, writing grace- 
fully and lucidly for the press at frequent intervals. His book, 
“When Sainthood Was in Flower,” will long live to perpetuate his 
memory and bless the lives of those who read it. Its graphic de- 
lineation of character is rarely equalled. 

It was as a preacher that Dr. Henderson reached his zenith. He 
was a master in the pulpit. He labored ceaselessly to honor his 
calling. He was a man of broad reading, mastering many choice 
books. He read and digested poetry, sounded philosophy, science, 
literature, agriculture, economics and theology, that he might draw 
deeply upon all these for his messages to the people. God honored 
him and he, in turn, spent himself in a laudable effort to honor God 
in his preaching. His sermons scintillated with beauty and polish, 
his face meanwhile showing the fervor kindled by a heart swelling 
with rapture. He was a princely orator when at his best. 

He was first a member of the Kentucky Conference, where he 
served such charges as Frankfort, Covington, Winchester, George- 
town, and Versailles. In 1898, he was transferred to the West Vir- 
ginia Conference, where he served the leading church in Parkers- 
burg for four years, during which time he led in the building of a 
church costing $65,000 and a parsonage worth $5,000. From here, 
he went to First Church, St. Louis, remaining several years, before 
transferring to Helena, Ark. Here he installed one of the finest 
pipe organs in the State. After hearing his famous sermon on 
Christian giving, this congregation was so inspired that it under- 
took at once the support of a foreign missionary. From Helena, he •

■was transferred to the Memphis Conference and stationed at 
Brownsville, Tenn. His people at this place often spoke of him as 
one of the ablest preachers and most -wide-awake pastors in the 
connection. Here also, his enthusiasm inspired the support of a 
missionary, and tiie con^egation pledged $1,000 per year for four 
years. From the Memphis Conference, he came to North Mississip- 
pi where he served for the last six years of his life in the pulpits of 
Columbus (First Church), Lexington, Sardis, and Holly Springs. 

Through his whole life, purity sent its steady glow. It was this 
that made his life so lovely. He gave his all to the God he loved. 

Upon the altars of the church he placed his brilliant capacities, 
through which God sent the gleam of his spirit, making of him 
truly a great man. His last conscious act was the offering of his 
evening devotions to the Lord he loved and delighted to serve. We 
shall see him no more till we clasp hands in our eternal home, but 
we may catch inspiration from his example for the remainder of 
our journey.

REUBEN WEBSTER MILLSAPS. 

Reuben Webster Millsaps, the son of Reuben and Levenia Mill- 
saps, was born in Copiah County, Mississippi, May 30, 1833. He 
was the second of eight children. His grand-father, William Mill- 
saps, came to Mississippi from Georgia and settled in Copiah Coun- 
ty, one of the pioneers of that part of the State. Amidst the sur- 
roundings of this frontier life young Reuben grew up to young 
manhood, securing such school advantages as the condition of the 
country afforded. In 1850 he left home to enter Hanover College 
at Madison, Indiana. A part of this journey he walked, traveling 
the remaining part by a Mississippi river steamboat There he re- 
mained two years, and then entered Asbury College, now DePauw 
University, at Greencastle, Indiana, from which he graduated in 
1854. After having taught school two years in Warren County, 

Mississippi, he studied law at Harvard University, from which he 
received the degree of LL. B. in 1858. 

His college life was a time of grinding poverty, but heroic de- 
termination and struggle. During the four years he was at Hanover 
and Asbury Colleges, he did not return to his native home, but gave 
his vacations to such labor as he could find to carpr him through 
the following session. The memory of his privations and strug- 
gles during these years never faded, and they were, in part at least, 
the inspiration of his philanthropies in his later life. No young 
man ever fought a harder battle or won a more signal -victory 
against greater odds. 

Having finished his professional training, he entered upon the J 

practice of law at Pine Bluff, Arkansas. Here he spent two years, j 

until the commencement of the Civil War. Enlisting in the Con- f 

federate Army, he joined the Ninth Arkansas Regiment, and was j 

made Lieutenant of his company. Afterwards he was chosen Ad- 
jutant, and later Lieutenant-Colonel. Through the entire four i 

years he was a faithful soldier, serving to tiie end, when he re- 
ceived an honorable discharge. He was t-wice wounded, once at ^ 

Shiloh and once at the battle around Nashville. He saw service in 
nearly every section of the South, participating in the last battle \ 

of the war at Bentonsville, N. C. | 

After the war had closed he engaged in different kinds of busi- 
ness at various places, finally settling at Brookhaven, where he I 

was associated with one of his brothers in the mercantile business. j 
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In 1880 he sold out his interests in Mississippi and went to St. Louis, 
where he established a wholesale grocery and commission business. 
After remaining there four years, he disposed of this business and, 
with his wife, spent a year in Europe. Upon his return home he 
established in Hattiesburg, Miss., the Merchants and Farmers’ Bank, 
which he managed until 1887. He then moved to Jackson and be- 
came the President of the State Capitol Bank, later called the Cap- 
itol National Bank. Here he remained until about 1910 when he 
retired from active business. 

In 1869 Major Millsaps was happily married to Mrs. Mary F. 
Younkin, the daughter of Horace Bean, of New Orleans. They had 
no children. Between Mrs. Millsaps and her noble husband there 
existed the warmest affection. Their home was furnished with 
simple elegance, and in it was dispensed a generous hospitality. 

Intellectually Major Millsaps was a man of unusual powers; be- 
ing a wide reader and careful student to the end of his days. Few 
men were more versatile, or in matters that most interested him, 
more thorough. In all his business affairs he had that unusual and 
remarkable capacity to grasp the broad outlines and relationships 
of a subject, and as well the patience to master its details. The 
large fortune which he accumulated came as the growdh of untir- 
ing endeavor, careful economy, wise planning, splendid judgment, 
and rigid honesty. In all the banking and financial circles of the 
South, no voice was more potent, and no council more trusted, 
than that of Major Millsaps. He was the chosen trustee of many 
large estates, and no question was ever raised as to his final settle- 
ment of them. 

As a man among men he had the capacity of making warm friend- 
ships. He knew how to draw strong men to him, and to enlist not 
only their high regard, but as well their trustful confidences. His 
fidelity to his friendships made him known as loyal and true. 
Many illustrations might be cited of this, but any appraisement of 
this element of his nature which did not make mention of the 
tenderest ties existing between him and Dr. J. J. Wheat, a former 
member of this Conference, would be unjust to both. From their 
boyhood their lives were so blended that it would be difficult to 
say which influenced the other most. 

Major Millsaps was a man of sterling Christian character. To a 
rock-ribbed morality he added those Christian virtues of faith, hope 
and love. He confessed a distinct Christian experience, out of 
which came a firm faith in the verities of the gospel. On this he 
planted his life, and there it stood unwavering to the end. He was 
a Methodist of the stalwart kind. His parents before him were 
Methodists; one of his brothers. Rev. W. G. Millsaps, was a Metho- 
dist preacher. His closest life-long companionships were among 
Methodist preachers and people. He loved to the end of his days 
the church of his childhood at old Pleasant Valley, where he gave 
his heart to God and was received into the communion of the church. 
The influences and impressions received here crystalized into those 
steadfast Christian principles which held him true to the faith of 
his fathers, he was able to say at the last, “I am ready to go.” For 
twenty-five years he was an efficient Sunday school teacher, and 
for fifty years a diligent steward in the Church of God. His was 
an entire consecration of his rare gifts to the service of the King. 
He never allowed his religious duties to be displaced by other calls, 
however imperative. In public worship he had a peculiar power 
of concentration of attention appearing to have entirely forgotten 
the heavy burdens he had laid aside, and seemed as one alone and 
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apart with God. He was a constant attendant upon all the busi- 
ness meetings of his church, from the Church Conference to Gen- 
eral Conference. 

With the large fortune he had accumulated, he was generous, if 
discriminating. It is said of him that in his early youth, struggling 
under sore poverty, he vowed that if he was ever able he would 
build a college in Mississippi for poor boys. Forty years later he 
was able to fulfil that vow in giving fifty thousand dollars, his first 
gift for the establishing of the college. Since that day the college, 
which his brethren named for him, has received from his generous 
hand more than $600,000. Today Millsaps College stands as a per- 
petual monument to his large-hearted and unselfish philanthropy, 
an inspiration to every poor boy who may know the life story of 
the man. 

In addition to his great interest in Millsaps College, he had large 
concern for other enterprises of the church. Whitworth College, 
and the Mississippi Methodist Orphanage, both of which he served 
as trustee to the end of his life, shared his generous gifts. The beauti- 
ful piece of church architecture which adorns the capitol of our 
State, Galloway Memorial Church, was made possible by his large 
contribution. Many poor boys at Millsaps College, struggling to 
make their way through school, have found in him a cheerful 
helper. 

Upon the campus of Millsaps College, hard by the Administra- 
tion Building, as if keeping silent sentinel over the institution, lies 
the body of Major Millsaps, and that of his beautiful wife, entombed 
in a massive mausoleum, built of marble. He died after a lingering 
illness June 28, 1916. His obsequies were conducted by Bishop Wm. 
B. Murrah and other clergy of the State, attended by a large con- 
course of friends. He rests today from his labors, and his works 
do follow him.

BISHOP ALPHEUS W. WILSON. 

If life is an unfoldment, then the more truly we master the things 
nearest, the better is our understanding of things farthest away. 
The truly prophetic vision comes only to those who are faithful to 
the trust daily imposed. God, in his providence, has given to the 
church from time to time men of real vision, and it to these that 
the eyes of men less endowed by nature and grace have turned for 
constructive leadership. Such a man was Alpheus W. Wilson. 

With the constructive genius of a McTyeire were found the fires 
that burned in the imagination of a Munsey and the affection of a 
St. John. Did we need a great pastor and preacher? Came there a 
time when a great missonary leader was necessary? Did the rest- 
lessness of uncertainty grip the church? Was there a call for a 
man to occupy the chief place among us? In Alpheus W. Wilson 
was found the great pastor and preacher, the greater missionary and 
leader, the greatest expositor of his day. His election to the episco- 
pacy was inevitable. His great mind and greater heart ripened 
with advancing years till the whole College of Bishops looked to 
him for leadership. There never came a time when the church had 
doubt of his integrity or ability. He walked in all humility with 
the sons of men, yet we knew that a prince was among us. In hon- 
oring him, therefore, we honor ourselves. We, the members of the 
North Mississippi Conference, rejoicing in the fact of his presence 
among us mourn in all sincerity, his going away. Our nation lost 
the direct service of a great statesman when God called him into 
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the ministry; Methodism lost one of the greatest leaders God ever 
gave to the church when he “feel on sleep.” Surely, ours is a rich 
heritage. We, his sons in the gospel, will follow the way he led as 
he followed Christ.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The total amount paid this year on assessment is $5807.97. Last 
year this Conference paid $5584.38. This is an advance over 1915 
of $223.59. After paying the General Board one-half of 1916 col- 
lections, we have left to this Conference $2903.98. Ten per cent of 
this amount, $290.39, is passed over to the Galloway Conference 
Loan Fund. This leaves $2613.59 for disposition by this Confer- 
ence. See list of donations. 

Our Galloway Conference Loan Fimd on March 31, 1916, was 
$1799.89. The $290.39 passed over at this meeting of the Board to 
the Loan Fund increases the amount of this fund to $2090.64. Of 
this amount, $723.51 is available for loan. See list of loans. 

Your Board calls the attention of this Conference to the sugges- 
tions, given below, in the report of the Corresponding Secretary of 
the General Board and recommends their adoption: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that the several An- 
nual Conference Boards secure all their donations by mortgage on 
the property in the interest of which these donations are made and 
that they administer their affairs through the general office.” 

2. Your Conference Board approves the indorsement of the Gen- 
eral Board of a meeting every two years of representatives from 
each Annual Conference Board of Church Extension and the next 
meeting of said representatives shall be held in the spring of 1919. 

3. We heartily indorse the purpose of the General Board to es- 
tablish a department of Church Architecture.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS— No. 2. 

Your Board has carefully considered the reports submitted to it 
by our secretaries of Nashville, and find that the past year has been 
one of “the mustard seed and the leaven, enlargement in extension 
and efficiency in our Sunday schools.” The latest figures obtain- 
able indicate that we have 17,117 schools; 146,230 officers and teach- 
ers; 1,700,969 pupils, being a total enrollment of 1,847,199. What a 
vast army! This is a growth of 217,509 in one year. 79,505 Sun- 
day school pupils were received into the church the past year, an 
increase of more than 13,000 over the preceding year. 

There has been a large increase in the circulation of our litera- 
ture, the largest increase in all our history. There was a circula- 
tion of more than 2,200,000 pieces of Sunday school literature the 
past year. 

Our Sunday school people have manifested great interest in a 
better trained teaching force. Ten thousand students are enrolled 
in our study courses at the present time, indicating a gratifying 
interest on the part of our Sunday school workers. Two books, 
“The Pupil, the Teacher, and the School,” by Barclay, and “The 
Worker and His Bible,” by Eiselen and Barclay, cover the first five 
units of the new twelve unit course. The entire course is to be 
known as the Standard Training Course, and is to be written and 
published jointly with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The past year has been the most successful period in the history 
of our Wesley Bible class work. Two thousand classes, with an ap- 
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proximate membership of sixty thousand enrolled during the year. 

There are now eight thousand Wesley classes with a membership 
of more than 200,000. This means better organization, closer rela- 
tion to the diurch and a new emphasis on Christian activity. It 
becomes at once a great evangelizing power in the church. This 
Board is now' la>'ing plans to hold a Wesley Bible Class Federation 
during the coming year so as to give to the organization more x>ower 
and efficiency in reaching the unsaved masses beyond the church. 

Definite plans concerning this meeting w'ill be announced early in 
the year. 

This Conference has already elected Rev. R H. B. Gladney, Field 
Secretary, and requested the Presidi^ Bishop to appoint him to 
this position. In accordance with this action we recommend that 
an assessment of $2400.00 be levied by this Conference for the 
maintenance of this work, and that it be raised as heretofore. 

The Sunday school wrork in our ow*n Conference has gone for- 
ward this 3 'ear at a rapid pace. There has been a net increase in 
enrollment of 1912 mei^ers; 1727 Sunday school pupils have joined 
the church during the year. 

We rejoice at the presence of Dr. J. W. Boswell at this Conference, 
and are gratified at his continued service in the Sunday School De- 
partment at Nashville. We pray God’s richest blessings to continue 
upon this useful servant of the church. 

We are glad to have had with us this session Dr. Charles D. Bulla, 

Superintendent of the Wesley Bible Class Department, whose wise 
counsel has been most helpful, and whose address at the Sunday 
school anniversary was most inspiring. 

The presence of Mr. A. L. Dietrich, one of the Divisional Secre- 
taries, is noted •with pleasure, and, we desire to express our high 
appreciation of the work of this faithful servant of the Lord.

We would further emphasize the importance of the family altar, 
the sanctity of the Sabbath day, the reading of God’s word, together 
with all pure literature available. We especially urge that we who 
are set as God’s leaders set examples both high and holy under all 
circumstances. And now unto him that hafii called us into this 
holy liberty be praise now and forever.

Orphans’ Home — ^The Committee on Orphans’ Home made the 
following report, which was read and adopted: 

ORPHANS’ HOME. 

It is with pleasure we report the continued prosperity of the Or- 
phans’ Home. This has been a year of unusual success. More than 
twice as many children have been received into the Home and 
placed this year as in any former year in the history of the institu- 
tion. The table of receipts and disbursements shows a nice bal- 
ance in the treasury above expenditures. All of which reveals ef- 
ficient management and vindicates the wisdom of the Board in the 
selection of Rev. J. B. Randolph as Manager of the Home. 

We have examined carefully the report of the Board of Directors 
and the recommendations for Conference action which it contains, 
all of which we endorse and incorporate in this report for your 
favorable consideration. The Manager, Bev. J. B. Randolph, is di- 
rected to bring to the attention of the Mississippi Conference the 
action of this Conference with reference to the recommendations 
of the Board of Directors. 

We recommend the election of V. C. Curtis, and F. C. Holmes as 
Directors of the Home. 

Directors’ Report. 

On November 1, 1915, there were 213 children in the Home, but 
during the year 100 children were received and 15 children re- 
turned to the home, making a total in the Home during the year 
of 328. Four have gone out for themselves, 45 have been adopted or 
placed in good homes and 55 have been taken out by relatives, mak- 
ing a total of 104 that have gone out, leaving 224 in the Home on 
November 1, 1916. 

The health in the Home has been good for the most part, only a 
few cases of sickness, none of which proved fatal, for which we 
are very thankful. We are still carrying out the directions of the 
government experts in the matter of food and a well balanced ra- 
tion, and we do not expect any return of pellagra. 

The children of the Home have as good educational advantages 
as any school in Jadcson affords, up to and including the ninth 
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grade. We have five teachers in our school. The hoys at War- 
mack Farm attend the Warmack School where we have two teach- 
ers. Both schools will run at least eight months and we hope to 
arrange for an additional month. Some of our girls are permitted 
to attend college hy the generosity of some special friends. 

The children are taught to work in the Home and on the farm. 
Good crops of oats, corn, potatoes and hay have been raised on the 
farm during the year and a number of cattle have been added to 
our dairy herd. 

We have a good Sunday school and a wide-awake Epworth 
League in which great interest is taken by the inmates of the Home. 
We have religious services once every day and preaching on Sun- 
day. We had a good revival and 50 of the children united with 
the church on profession of faith. 

Financial. 

Regular receipts during the year $16,856.44 

Work Day receipts during the year 5,M0.65 

Bequest of Major Millsaps 1,000.00 

Total receipts $23,367.09 

Disbursements 21,191.99 

Balance $ 2,175.10 

In addition to the above, special donations, valued at $1,950.00 
have been received, including a tractor engine, a one hundred ton 
silo, a new wagon, an engine and a cattle barn. Included in the 
disbursements were improvements, repairs and equipment to the 
amount of $2,100.00. 

We endorse the monthly plan of contributions and urge all 
churches, Sunday schools. Missionary Societies, Epworth Leagues, 
and individuals to contribute regularly once a month to the sup- 
port of these, our orphan children. In addition to this, we ask 
that they also be remembered in a special way on Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, Easter and Work Day. 

We ask the favorable consideration of the Conference in the mat- 
ter of granting a deed to the city of Jackson of a strip of land on 
the West side of the Orphanage property for the extension of Mill 
Street, notice of which was given one year ago. 

We ask that you authorize the Board of Trustees to donate one 
acre of land on Warmack Farm to Hinds County for school pur- 
poses, same to be used as such and to revert back to the Home when 
it ceases to be used for a school. 

We also ask that you endorse the resolution of the Executive 
Committee amending the charter of the Home, providing for a rep- 
resentative from the Woman’s Missionary Society in each confer- 
ence, also authorizing an equal number of laymen and clerical 
members on the Board from the Conference. We would suggest 
that the present representative of the Woman’s Missionary Society 
be requested to co-operate until her successor is elected, as pro- 
vided in the proposed amendment to the charter. 

The terms of office of V. C. Curtis and J. B. Streater expire with 
this session of the Conference. We respectfully ask that you fill 
the vacancies. 

Rev. J. B., Randolph was re-elected Manager and his efficient man- 
agement endorsed. We request his re-appointment.

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Charter Amended. 

The Charter of Incorporation of the Mississippi 
Orphans’ Home. 

Section One. W. A. Gunning, A. F. Watkins, R. J. Jones, M. L. 
Burton, John S. Turner, J. A. Bowen, J. M. Wyatt, W. S. Lagrone, 
John H. Sherard, and J. B. Streater, and their successors in office, 
are hereby created a body politic and corporate under the name 
and style of the “Mississippi Orphans’ Home”; and by that name 
shall have succession for fifty years, and shall have the powers, 
rights and privileges, enumerated in chapter twenty-five of An- 
notated Code of Mississippi, that are necessary to effectuate the 
purposes for its organization. 

Section Two. The purposes of which said corporation is formed 
are; To establish at some suitable point within the State of Mis- 
sissippi, under the patronage and control of the Mississippi and 
North Mississippi Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, an orphans’ home, primarily for the support, maintenance 
and education of the orphans of Methodist parents, who have been 
members of said church, and next, of all other orphans of white 
parents to the extent of accommodations at hand; 2nd, to acquire 
hold, own and possess property, real and personal, within the lim- 
its allowed by law, necessary and proper for the establishment and 
conduct of such an orphanage, whether by donation, gift or pur- 
chase; 3rd, to sell or dispose of any such property, when such sale, 
in the judgment of the patronizing Conferences of said church, will 
best promote the interests of said institution, and reinvest the pro- 
ceeds to the same use; 4th, to adopt and put in force all by-laws for 
the government of the institution, and the maintenance, support, 
education and training of orphans received into the same, and to 
prescribe conditions on which orphans may be admitted to a par- 
ticipation in the benefits and advantages of the establishment, pro- 
viding the same are not contrary to the constitution and laws of 
the United States and this State. 

Section Three. The persons named in the first section of this 
charter shall be directors and trustees of the said corporation, and 
they and all other directors and trustees shall hold office until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. The said Board of 
Directors shall serve for three years, provided that in December, 
1897 the terms of one clerical and one lay representative of each 
Conference shall expire, and so annually thereafter, and the patron- 
izing Conferences shall elect their successors as their terms expire. 

Be it resolved by the Executive Committee of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, M. E. Church, South, as- 
sembled at the domicile of said Mississippi Orphans’ Home in the 
city of Jackson, State of Mississippi, pursuant to a resolution of 
the Board of Directors of said Mississippi Orphans’ Home, authoriz- 
ing said Executive Committee to consider and report its findings to 
the Mississippi Annual Conference of said church, and the North 
Mississippi Annual Conference of said church, respectively, that 
we, the said Board of Directors, therefore make the following 
recommendations : 

That the charter of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home be amended 
so that Sec. 2 and 3 thereof be changed and that the number of 
the Board of Directors and Trustees be increased from the number 
of 10 to the number of 14, 12 of which board shall be nominated 
and elected by the two said conferences, to-wit: That the Mississippi 
Annual Conference shall elect from time to time 3 clerical and three 
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lay members of said board, as vacancies shall occur therein, and 
the North Mississippi Annual Conference shall nominate and elect 
6 members of said board of which 3 shall be clerical members and 3 
shall be lay members, from time to time as vacancies shall occur. 
The remaining 2 members of said board shall be composed of 2 la- 
dies, as follows, to-wit: One lady member shall be nominated by the 
Women’s Missionary Society of the Mississippi Annual Conference 
and elected by the Mississippi Annual Conference; and the other lady 
member of said board shall be nominated by the Women’s Mission- 
ary Society of the North Mississippi Annual Conference and elected 
by said North Mississippi Annual Conference. 

Said board of 14 directors and trustees shall exercise all rights 
and authority and be charged with all responsibilities and duties of 
the Board of Directors and Trustees of said Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home and in all respects may perform all of the duties as such 
Board of Directors and Trustees.

Resolution of the North Mississippi Conference Empowering and 
directing the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home at Jackson, Mississippi, to deed to the city of Jackson a 
right of way for extension of North Mill Street. 

Whereas, 'Hie City of Jackson, Mississippi, is desirous of extend- 
ing North Mill Street along the east side of the right of way of the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company, from the south side of the Or- 
phanage property to the north side of the Orphanage property, 
taking a strip thirty (30) feet in width off the west end of the Or- 
phanage property, the description of which is as follows: 

Beginning at the Southwest corner of the property of the Metho- 
dist Orphanage property, where the south line of said property in- 
tersects the east right of way line of the Illnois Central Railroad 
Company; thence north along this right of way line to the north 
boundary line of the said Methodist Orphanage property on the 
south side of “Asylum Lane Road” ; thence east along this line thir- 
ty (30) feet; thence south along a line thirty (30) feet from and 
parallel to the above mentioned east ri^t of way line of the said 
Illinois Central Railroad Company, to the south boundary of the 
Methodist Orphanage property; thence west along this line to the 
point of beginning; all of this property being in the City of Jackson, 
Mississippi, and in the northwest quarter (NW 1-4) of Section 
Thirty-four (34), Township Six (6), Range One (1) East. 

And, Whereas, the Trustees of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home 
have unanimously approved the plan and recommended the sale 
of said strip of land to the City of Jackson for a consideration of 
Tw'O Hundred Dollars ($200.00), after having made a full, complete 
and careful investigation of the subject matter through a special 
committee, composed of R. W. Millsaps, A. F. Watkins, and W. M. 
Williams, and which said recommendation of the Trustees of the 
Mississippi Orphans’ Home has been presented to the Conference 
for action: 

Now, therefore, be it resolved. That the Trustees of the Missis- 
sippi Orphans’ Home be and are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to execute and deliver to the City of Jackson a deed to the 
property, more minutely described above, in the name of, and for 
and on behalf of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, upon receipt of 
the consideration of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00). 
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The proceeds of the sale of said strip of ground to be paid to the 
manager of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home. x j 

Full and complete power and authority is hereby granted to tne 
said Trustees to convey a good and sufficient title to said property 



to the City of Jackson.

Hospital — The Hospital Committee made the following report, 
which was read and adopted: 



HOSPITAL. 

Your Committee on Hospital has had under careful consideration 
the report of the Hospital Commissioners, having had also the bene- 
fit of personal interviews with President J. H. Sherard, and Field 
Agent H. M. Ellis. 

We record with gratification and gratitude the progress made. 
The substantial nature of that progress more than compensates for 
what many warm friends of the cause have regarded as delay in 
fulfillment of cherished plans. While the harvest has not been 
reaped, the taproot of the enterprise has entered deep into rich 
soil, and the lateral roots are now forming to gather substantial 
sustenance from our wide field; and the issue will be a much larger 
and better equipped hospital than would have been possible had 
the commission built with feverish haste. One hundred thousand 
dollars had been regarded as the amount to be contributed by the 
City of Memphis, now foremost citizens of that metropolis are set- 
ting $250,000 as the minimum amount to be raised there. We feli- 
citate the commissioners and congratulate ourselves on this larger 
vision resulting from the wisdom of those in charge. An admirable 
plan of campaign will soon be launched in Memphis for great re- 
sults. We urge the commissioners to inaugurate speedily a like 
campaign in territory contiguous to the city where present condi- 
tions promise rich returns, employing needed assistance for that 
purpose. 
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The definite plans agreed upon are admirable and ample in size 
and well-nigh perfect in detail. The spacious grounds and well 
planned building will give opportunity for the largest service in 
this favored section of our common country. 

Our pastors and people are urged to regard this heaven-ordained 
enterprise as of equal importance and urgency with all the inter- 
ests of our Zion. We do not desire any discrimination in its favor; 
we do insist that no discrimination be made against it. 

We note with gratification that the preachers of the Memphis Con- 
ference are endowing a preacher’s room, wherein clerical mem- 
bers of that body will receive always care and treatment without 
cost to the patient. We recommend that the preachers of this Con- 
ference endow a North Mississippi Conference preacher’s room. 

We ask this Conference to designate the Fourth Sunday in Janu- 
ary, 1917, as Hospital day, and we express the hope that such a day 
will be made permanent. After the Conference has so designated 
the day we trust that it will be observed by every congregation and 
every Sunday school on that day and on succeeding Sundays till 
each congregation and each Sunday school shall have made a con- 
tribution. 

We recommend the election of the following Commissioners: J. 
H. Sherard, M. C. Smith, W. T. Reeves, J. C. Park, and W. S. Lagrone.

Preachers* Room — On motion the Conference ordered the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to secure $5,000 for the endow- 
ment of a North Mississippi Conference Preachers* Room in the 
Methodist Hospital. J. H. Sherard announced that he was ready to 
give $1,000 to this fund. The chair appointed J. H. Holder, R. A. 
Tucker, and J. T. McCafferty to take charge of the work and com- 
plete the fund. 

Missions — The Board of Missions made its report as follows: 

MISSIONS. 

We feel that the principle underlying the missionary activity of 
the church bears such an indissoluble relation to Christian experi- 
ence as not to require a consumption of your time in either ex- 
planation or exhortation. So we pass at once to a survey of the 
prospect and problem which now holds the attention of the church. 

Individuals are prone to be somewhat dispirited by the condi- 
tions which prevail about them and to lapse into a sort of compla- 
cence that justifies lagging energies and small achievement. But 
we rejoice to report to you that the result of last year’s efforts was 
an increase of seventy-six thousand dollars for the combined mis- 
sionary activities of the church, and thus far in the round of Con- 
ferences, even better things are indicated for this year. 

Another element of encouragement is the tremendous increase of 
Missionary “Specials.” The whole budget or financial responsi- 
bility for China has been assigned to “specials”; and the same thing 
is true in a considerable measure of Korea. Surely there is no 
reason for being disheartened, when one-fourth of the whole 
budget for Foreign Missions has been sought for and assumed as a 
voluntary obligation. 

But much as we should like to linger for the contemplation of 
these inspiring and refreshing items of our Mission endeavor, we 
must turn aside for a consideration, a study of our problems. They 
are real, stern, and thought provoking problems. 
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To stop with relating the splendid increase of our income would 
be a deception. The truth is that an increase of assessment of 
$135,000 netted us but $50,000, in cash. We think it must be ap- 
parent to all that a collection of 37 1-2 per cent of an amount dis- 
tributed throughout the church by no means indicates a wholesome 
and hopeful growth in Missionary sentiment and devotion. 

To the tremendous increase in missionary "specials” there is also 
this offset: These "specials” have been assumed by 1,000 churches 
throughout the connection, whereas there are 5,000 other churches 
just as able as they to share with them a great Missionary responsi- 
bility, and to divide with them a greater Missionary opportunity. 
Brethren, what might not be done if these 5,000 silent centers could 
be induced each to do but one-half as much as those who are al- 
ready enlisted? We are constrained to believe that we need a 
definite, purposeful and courageous leadership just here. 

But the end is not yet. Under Paragraph 264 of the Discipline, 
the missionary offerings of the Sunday school are to be set apart 
“as a separate fund,” to be used by the Board of Missions "in its 
general work.” The only option in the matter is that in case of 
necessity, it may be used to pay the assessment for missions, and 
then to be distinctly indicated as a Sunday school contribution to 
missions on the assessment. In no case may it be distributed to 
the sundry items of a budget, neither may the missionary assess- 
ment be discriminated against in a budget for the creation of a 
technical necessity. But of $55,000 reported last year as Sunday 
school "specials,” only $24,000 reached the Treasurer of the Board. 
Our own Conference reported $514.00, whereas only $343.00 v;as 
paid to the Board. Then as to the $150,000 reported on the assess- 
ment; if we assume that all collections were through budgets and 
that each item received equitable treatment, then the Mission inter- 
est should have had a handsome margin over all the rest, and this 
was not realized. These are the problems and the handicaps to 
which we would direct your serious and prayerful thought and 
study. 

We desire to emphasize the matter of "an every member canvas” 
for missions as an imperative need at this time, as well as the re- 
quirement of our law, and we urge that every pastor shall see that 
this is systematically and consistently done. And we desire to 
urge a general observance of the Week of Prayer as fixed for the 
week preceding Easter Sunday. 

The Board has re-elected Rev. J. T. Lewis as Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretary, and respectfully asks that he be reappointed to 
that position. We also request the appointment of Rev. J. A. Bowen 
and Rev. J. H. Bell as Conference Evangelists. 

Flaying God’s blessing upon every pastor and church in the Con- 
ference, and upon the great work committed to us and to them.

Education — ^The Board of Education made the following report 
which was adopted: 



EDUCATION. 



Never before in the history of our Methodism have we observed | 

such wide-spread interest in the cause of Christian education; and | 

never before were plans of such magnitude for educational institu- | 

tions of all ^ades being projected to enable our Christian ideals to j 

be realized in the life of our church and nation. Evidently there | 

is serious alarm over the secularizing tendencies in modern educa- ! 

tion, and we rejoice that the church is arising to counteract such i 

tendencies and preserve to America the Christian principles and \ 

traditions essential to her life and progress. ' 

The statements from the Educational Commission of the mar- | 

vellously rapid development of our universities at Atlanta and j 

Dallas, fill us with joy; and we are glad to report that at a joint j 

meeting of the Boards of Education of oim Mississippi Conference ^ 

in the spring, authorized by our last Conference, our own State has 
inau^rated a campaign to raise $50,000, for Emory University; as 
Mississippi’s contribution, to be directed to the providing of a 
building for the Lamar School of Law. Rev. Robert Selby was ap- 
pointed State Commissioner for Emory University to prosecute this 
campaign, and we are glad to report gratifying progress, some $17,- 
000 having already been secured. 
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However, little has been done as yet within the bounds of our 
Conference, and we urge all pastors to open their pulpits freely 
throughout the year for the presentation of this worthy cause. We 
announce the continuation of Rev. W. W. Wollard, and Rev. T. H. 
Lipscomb, as members of the Campaign Committee from the North 
Mississippi Conference. 

Millsaps College. 

Millsaps College reports gratifying conditions ut the beginning 
of its twenty -fifth year; and we urge that all members of the Con- 
ference participate in the celebration of its 25th anniversary in 
connection with its commencement exercises at the close of the 
session. 

With deep regret your Board chronicles the death of that great 
benefactor of the church and college. Major R. W\ Millsaps; and 
notes with approval that fitting reference will be made to this sad 
event by the Conference, and in connection with the Anniversary 
exercises. 

The unanimous recommendation of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Trustees of Millsaps College that a campaign be inau- 
gurated to raise during this anniversary year -$60,000 for the erection 
of a first-class dormitory, long recognized as imperatively needed, 
we heartily endorse. We recommend the authorization by the Con- 
ference of the employment by the Board of Trustees of a suitable 
agent to prosecute this campaign, and bespeak for him the hearty 
co-operation of all our pastors and people. 

Grenada Coile.'e. 

The progress o! Grenada College throughout the year and of the 
campaign for -$60,000 in its behalf has bsea phenominal; and we 
congratulate the President and Commissioner on the gratifying suc- 
cess that has crowned their labors. Thirty-seven thousand dollars 
have been secured towards the goal fixed, of which $13,000 is in 
cash, and much needed improvements on the grounds and buildings 
have already been made. The enrollment for the year is far in 
excess of previous years. We recommend that the suggestions of 
the able President of this institution. Rev. J. R. Countiss, be ap- 
proved by the Conference; and ttiat Rev. T. Mason Brownlee be ap- 
pointed Commissioner to continue the campaign. 

Your Board unanimously expresses its grateful appreciation of 
the tireless and efficient services of the Rev. B. P. Jaco as Commis- 
sioner for the college and regrets his decision to give up the work 
so well begun. 

While appreciating the interest in our educational progress mani- 
fest in the plans for a general educational campaign formulated by 
our General Secretary, recommends nonconcurrence in his sugges- 
tion that all funds needed for all our educational institutions be' 
merged into one great fund of $8,810,000, and a general campaign 
entered upon to raise this amount, to be apportioned to the various 
schools according to their several needs. It is rather the sense of 
your Board that the present plan of specializing and focalizing our 
efforts in behalf of our several institutions according to their para- 
mount needs, and within the bounds of their legitimate patronage, 
is both preferable and, as experience testifies, more effective. As 
representatives of this Conference at an Educational Conference 
appointed to be held during 1917, we name T. H. Lipscomb and J. R. 
Countiss. 
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Vocation Day. 

We recommend that the second Sunday in April be set apart by 
the North Mississippi Conference as Vocation Day, and that on this 
day every pastor deliver a sermon on the call to preach, as pre- 
scribed by the Discipline; and that a special offering be taken in 
every congregation for ministerial education, to be forwarded at 
once to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Education, to be 
administered by a Committee of said Board, consisting of the Presi- 
dent, Treasurer, and Conference Secretary of Education, for the as- 
sistance of young men preparing for the ministry. Not more than 
$100.00 a year will be allowed in any case; applications for such aid 
to be approved by the pastor and presiding elder. The co-operation 
of the presiding elders in making general the observance of this 
day and the taking of this collection is urgently asked. 

We would direct the attention of the presiding elders to such dis- 
trict loan funds for young preachers as may now be due and un- 
paid, and requests that such amounts be collected as soon as pos- 
sible and made available for the assistance of needy students. 

Again' we would record our high appreciation of the efficient 
work of our Correspondence School, and recommend that every 
under-graduate take the course as offered in systematic study 
throughout the year. 

The need of unity of requirement on the part of our Conference 
Examining Committees throughout the four years’ course being 
felt, we respectfully suggest that in connection with the mid-year 
meeting at Grenada a Conference of all members of the Examining 
Committees be held, and uniform regulations and methods of pro- 
cedure be agreed upon. 

We nominate Rev. T. H. Lipscomb for reappointment as Confer- 
ence Secretary of Education. The accounts of the Treasurer, Rev. 
E. N. Broyles, were at his request, audited and found admirably 
kept. 

Rev. W. L. Duren and W. P. Kretschmar, your Board nominates 
to fill vacancies in the Board of Trustees of Millsaps College, oc- 
casioned by the resignations of Rev. H. S. Spraggins and Mr. J. D. 
Barbee. 

Rev. J. E. Cunnin^am, and Rev. B. P. Jaco are hereby nominated 
for re-election as members of the Board of Trustees of Grenada 
College. 

J. D. Barbee, T. H. Lipscomb, and O. W. Bradley are named as an 
Executive Committee for the coming year. 

Finally, your Board would record its endorsement of the Illiter- 
acy Commission recently appointed in Mississippi, and would urge 
the hearty co-operation of all our pastors and people in carrying 
forward its worthy aim of banishing illiteracy from our State.

prevailed. The reports of our Conference evangelists are highly | 

gratifying in the number of conversions reported, both J. A. Bowen | 

and J. H. Bell having more than 1,000 each to their credit. The | 

salaries received by these men are small compared with the good i 

ii they have done. Their compensation has been small on account of i 

i ji their having held many meetings on circuits and in the poorer ' 

charges. i 

Our evangelists have done much work outside the Conference, 
but these engagements were made at times not called for by our 
own pastors, though some called when the time had already been 
promised. Such conflicts are to be expected until the work is more 
thoroughly organized. We urge the brethren who desire to use 
our Conference evangelists to make their dates as early as possible. 

We further recommend that our preachers give preference to our 
own evangelists. We also recommend that meetings be held in the 
winter wherever possible so that the summers can be given to the 
rural districts where our dburdi has suffered so much for the past

few years. We urge that more attention be given to active personal 
— “one to win one” — campaigns, by concerted action on the part 
of pastors, superintendents, teachers and members of Bible classes, 
thereby keeping up the revival fires from Conference to Confer- 
ence. We earnestly desire the hearty co-operation of the laymen of 
the church that the waste places may be visited and religious ser- 
vices conducted where the pastors are not able to go. 

We heartily commend the work done by our local evangelists, 
W. M. McIntosh and W. D. Bass, both of whom have rendered 
splendid service this year to the church. Bro. McIntosh has held 
some unusually good meetings, renewing his strength in these lat- 
ter days. Bro. Bass is now in a meeting which prevents his being 
with us here. He sends his love to the brethren of the Conference. 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. J. A. Bowen and Rev. 
J. H. Bell as Conference Evangelists and also recommend the re- 
appointment of W. M. McIntosh and W. D. Bass as general evange- 
lists by our General Board of Evangelism.

Books and Periodicals — ^The Committee on Books and Periodicals 
made the following report, which was read and adopted: 

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

1. The business of our Publishing House shows a substantial in- 
crease in sales over last year, the total sales for the year passing 
the million -dollar mark. This volume of business resulted in a 
very satisfactory net profit, despite the loss incurred in the publi- 
cation of the Methodist Review, Epworth Era, and Nashville Christ- 
ian Advocate. We noted with some degree of surprise &at the 
Christian Advocate has a subscription list of only 15,000, and we 
feel that a membership in Southern Methodism of more than 2,- 
000,000 should more loyally support our general organ, and that a 
deficit of more than $7,000.00 resulting from the publication of tiie 
Advocate is to be deplored. 

2. No consideration of the affairs of our Publishing House 
would be complete without the mentioning of the loss of Brother 
G. W. Bachman, who served our Conference for so many years in 
the capacity of colporteur. In this connection, we desire to call the 
attention of our Conference to the fact that the Publishing House 
has made no provision for a colporteur in our North Mississippi Con- 
ference, so far as we have been able to ascertain. We are disposed 
to regard this as a matter of some importance, and feel that the 
educational value of a thorough dissemination of our literature is 
not to be ignored. We suggest that this Annual Conference hereby 
request our publishers to have in future a suitable exhibit of books 
and publications not only at the Annual Conferences, but also at 
the District Conferences and other occasions on which our people 
come together in numbers. 

3. In the absence of any formal report from the authorities of 
the New Orleans Christian Advocate, we are pleased to be depend- 
ably informed that at its annual meeting in October, the Publishing 
Committee found the affairs of that publication to be in excellent 
condition. The subscription list is quite as large, if not larger, 
than it has been hitherto, despite the fact that more rigid rules have 
been applied during the past year in the elimination of over-due 
subscriptions. This policy is hereby approved, and also the slight 
advance in the subscription price on account of present financial 
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conditions. Mr. C. 0. Chalmers, the capable publisher of the Ad- 
vocate, is due our thanks for his efficient services, which have had 
much to do with the satisfactory condition of the affairs of this 
paper. 

We are also gratified to learn that the entire patronizing territory 
of the Advocate is now largely a unit in the endorsement of its 
brilliant editor. Dr. R. A. Meek, and the policy which has made of 
the New Orleans Christian Advocate one of the most influential 
forces in Southern Methodism; and it affords us great pleasure to 
again most heartily commend om* distinguished brother, and we 
urge the widest circulation of this journal so that his words of 
wisdom may wing their way to every mind and heart that it is pos- 
sible to reach. 

We dtesire, further, to commend the Publishing Committee for 
their exclusion of the advertisements of certain fake cures and pat- 
ent medicines; and we recommend that in view of the general 
criticism of patent medicines, they give consideration to the ques- 
tion of excluding them all. 

We nominate for membership on the Publishing Committee of 
the New Orleans Christian Advocate, W. W. Woollard, T. H. Lip- 
scomb, and J. H. Felts.

Next Conference — ^The Bishop called Question 52, Where shall 
the next Conference be held? The cordial invitation extended by 
the people of Oxford, Miss., was accepted. 

Epworth Leagues — ^The Epworth League Board made its report 
which was read and adopted as follows; 

EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

The church saw a place for the Epworth League and legislated 
for its existence. The Sunday school takes the child and teaches it 
Bible truth, rather than the methods of church work. In that it is 
furnished with material but is not trained in the use of that furnish- 
ing for Christian work. The Epworth League is designed to make 
that connection. So full are the provisions for the Sunday school 
that some have felt that the League was unnecessary. Both have 
their distinctive places. 

An examination of the published minutes shows that out of six 
hundred and nineteen congregations in the bounds of the Confer- 
ence there are only forty-three Junior and Senior Leagues, or one 
to every fourteen and one-half church organizations. This clearly* 
indicates to your Board one of two things: That there is no place 
for the League in the mind of those into whose hands the manage- 
ment of the interests of the church have been committed, or that 
there has not been made an effort commensurate with the interest 
involved to operate this part of the organization of the church. 
After careful investigation your Board is impressed that both of 
these conditions exist to a damaging degree. Therefore, we your 
Board, make the following recommendation: 

First, that the pastors of the North Mississippi Conference give 
a more prayerful and intelligent consideration of the Epworth 
League, its purpose and possibilities. 



Second, that we invite the co-operation of the presiding elders, 
by encouraging and. assisting Leagues and, according to their judg- 
ment, organizing others where it is possible to do so. It is our 
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opinion that there are many capable young men and young women 
in each district, who if wisely guided, can be used to a great ad- 
vantage in this work. 

We recommend further that the pastors join in this effort to find 
and use this latent influence in the organization and maintenance 
of Leagues wherever possible. 

We recommend to the Epworth League Conference that it con- 
sider the plans that may ultimate in the employment of a Field 
Secretary in the interest of the Epworth League.

Sabbath Observance — ^The Committee on Sabbath Observance 
made the following report which was read and adopted: 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



One of the fundamental laws of our Father’s earthly kingdom is 
to “Remember the Sabbath Day to keep it holy.” God has wisely 
and generously decreed that we should labor six days for the wel- 
fare of the body, while one day in seven should ever be kept sacred 
for the feeding of the soul. 'V^ile we do not insist on the enforce- 
ment of Rabbinic or Puritanic ideas, it is the belief of your commit- 
tee that our pastors everywhere and at all times should insist upon 
a sane and proper observance of our Christian Sabbath. The pre- 
servation and observance of the Christian Sabbath as a reli^ous 
institution is not merely a question of duty, but one of privilege 
also. There are innumerable reasons which make it desirable to 
have a break in the world’s business at least one day in seven. 

The proper observance of this day is essential not only to the 
welfare of the individual, but of the nation as well. The institu- 
tion is so invaluable to the physical well-being of nations that to 
break it down by engaging in unnecessary business, or by unneces- 
sary traveling, or by encouraging exciting public amusements, is 
both a social and religious offense. It is certainly for the best 
interest of the nation that tradesmen, manufacturers and merchants 
should find the doors of their shops and their offices locked and 
barred against themselves and their employees during one day in 
seven, and that for twenty-four hours they should be emancipated 
by a compulsory law from the bondage which they love too well, 
and should be compelled to spend their time with their families and 
friends. Where such slavery is allowed, physical health suffers, 
the vigor of the body declines, and the moral and religious life is 
impoverished. 

In our efforts to preserve the sanctity of the day, we should use 
our influence against cold drink stands, the open garage and repair 
shops, the sale of gasoline, promiscuous automobiling, especially 
during the hours for divine worship, ball playing, the opening of 
State and county fairs, the Centennial Exposition, and all other 
forms of amusement and unnecessary business. 

The great question we have to ask, however, is not: Shall I, by 
doing this, break a law? but: Shall I, by doing this miss a blessing? 
Everything will fall into the right place, and every question will 
receive its true answer, if we once embrace the true idea of the day 
and its purpose. It is a day of worship; a day to rejoice in; a day, 
not of bondage, but of freedom; not of gloom, but of gladness; a 
day in which we declare that we are not merely merchants, me- 
chanics, shopkeepers, and lawyers, but men — children of God and 
of immortality, citizens of an invisible and divine commonwealth.

District Records — The Committee on District Conference Records 
made the following report which was read and adopted: 
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DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

The Journals ot every district except Holly Springs were exam- 
ined with diligence and care. We find that of the Aberdeen Dis- 
trict neatly and correctly kept, every item being entered in its prop- 
er place. The Columbus and Corinth records are neatly and accu- 
rately kept, though they do not give the reports of the pastors in 
detail. The Durant record is neatly and correctly kept, while that 
of the Sardis District shows that haste was used in making the en- 
tries, making it difficult to read. In the Greenville record we find 
the reports of various committees entered after adjournment, mak- 
ing an awkward position for the signatures of the president and 
secretary. The Winona record is beautiful, a record for the Con- 
ference to be proud of, a work of art that we should like to see fol- 
lowed by other districts in neatness and style. 

The Holly Springs record is conspicuous for its absence. We 
learn that the record was misplaced and was never delivered to the 
secretary for the transfer of his minutes and papers to its pages. W^e 
regret to note this fact and trust that in the future our records may 
be preserved in accordance with Sec. 3, Par. 72-73 of the Disciphne.

Temperance — ^The Committee on Temperance made the following 
report which was read and adopted: 

TEMPERANCE. 

The sale and use of intoxicants perhaps destroy, directly and in- 
directly, more lives, happiness and property than all other enemies 
of humanity combined. Progressive prohibition legislation in Mis- 
sissippi is a subject of deep interest to every intelligent patriot of 
the commonwealth. The gradual evolution of prohibition legisla- 
tion has steadily and resolutely gone forward until every county in 
our fair state is now under prohibition law. At the last session of 
the legislature the most effective anti-liquor laws were put on the 
statute book ever enacted in Mississippi, known as the Weakly 
law. A companion law to this was also passed, prohibiting abso- 
lutely the advertisement in any manner whatever of all intoxicants. 
For these splendid laws we must give to Dr. T. J. Bailey, Superin- 
tendent Mississippi Anti-Saloon League, much credit. 

It is a matter of great encouragement to prohibitionists that so 
many hands are extended to help them in their great work. Among 
these proffered helps are the army, the navy, railroads and insur- 
ance companies and most other corporations and science. It is a 
matter of devout gratitude to God that the temperance forces were 
enabled on Nov. 7th to add four more states and Alaska to the dry 
column. It would be safe to say that both the quantity of liquor 
consumed and the amount of crime committed have been reduced 
under our new laws 55 per cent. We believe that it is both logical 
and imperative that the Federal Government should now give the 
states a chance to wipe this nefarious business from the map of the 
United States. Our government now receives $250,000,000 annually 
from liquor revenue. Thirty-six states for national prohibition 
will give us a dry America. Therefore inasmuch as our govern- 
ment seems perfectly content to allow present conditions to con- 
tinue, we, your committee, recommend as follows: 

1. That our preachers now turn their attention to the national 



phase of this question. 

2. That our pastors preach against the liquor business and do 
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all in their power to create and deepen temperance sentiment and 
practice. 

3. That we pledge to each other as did our fathers 140 years ago, 
“our sacred honor, our fortunes and our lives,” trusting in the God 
of Hosts and depending on all patriotic citizens to lend their sup- 
port in driving from our fair land, liquor, hmnanity’s greatest 
enemy.
